Convict Fell Through the Cracks 


From Model Parolee to Killer? 

Evan Spencer Ebel, who died after a March 21 shoot- 
out with Texas deputies, had been a model parolee un- 
til his electronic monitoring bracelet stopped work- 
ing. His father provided him housing and a job, but on 
March 14 a “tamper alert” showed the bracelet had 
stopped working. Two days later, corrections officials 
called Ebel and told him to come in to repair the bracelet. He did not show up. 
On March 17, Nathan Leon, a father of three and Domino’s delivery man, was 
shot to death. Ebel is suspected in the killing. It was not until March 18 that pa- 
role officers spoke to Ebel’s father, who told them he feared his son had fled. 

On March 19, Tom Clements was shot. Ebel is suspected in that killing too. (ap) 



Colo, suspect took 
off ankle bracelet 
days before killing 

Denver 

The ex-convict suspected in the 
killing of Colorado’s prison chief 
slipped off his electronic moni- 
toring bracelet and escaped before 
anyone noticed he was missing — 
all after he was mistakenly released 
from prison four years early. 

A corrections computer sys- 
tem recorded that Evan Spencer 
Ebel’s bracelet stopped working 
on March 14, according to docu- 
ments released Tuesday. Officers 
learned he had fled on March 19, 


the day Tom Clements, the direc- 
tor of Colorado’s department of cor- 
rections, was fatally shot. 

The detail is the latest exam- 
ple of how Ebel fell through the 


cracks of the criminal justice sys- 
tem in the years before his January 
release. On Monday, court officials 
acknowledged that a clerical error 
allowed Ebel to leave prison four 


years early because his most recent 
felony conviction was incorrectly 
recorded on his record. 

“We have to do better,” said Tim 
Hand, director of the Department 
of Corrections’ parole division. 

Ebel, who died in a shootout with 
Texas deputies on March 21, had 
been flagged as a high-risk parolee 
and went straight from solitary con- 
finement back out onto the streets 
in late January. Parole officials said 
Ebel complied with all the terms of 
his parole until his bracelet broke. 

“We had an individual who 
was calling in every day, who was 
employed, who showed no indica- 
tion that he would do the kind of 
things that we now know” he did.

Obama: Research 
could help in treating 
Alzheimer’s, strokes 

Washington 

President Barack Obama on Tues- 
day proposed an effort to map the 
brain’s activity in unprecedented 
detail — a step toward finding bet- 
ter ways to treat such conditions 
as Alzheimer’s, autism, stroke and 
traumatic brain injuries. 

He asked Congress to spend 
$100 million next year to start a 
project that will explore details of 
the brain, which contains 100 billion 
cells and trillions of connections. 

That’s a relatively small invest- 


ment for the federal government 
— less than a fifth of what NASA 
spends every year just to study the 
sun — but it’s too early to determine 
how Congress will react. 

Obama told scientists at the 
White House that the research for 
the BRAIN Initiative, which stands 
for Brain Research through Advanc- 


ing Innovative Neurotechnologies, 
has the potential to improve the 
lives of billions of people worldwide. 

“We can study particles small- 
er than an atom, but we still 
haven’t unlocked the mystery of 
the 3 pounds of matter that sits 
between our ears,” Obama said.

N. Korea to Restart Nuke Reactor 


Latest threat brings 
fresh outcry from 
international powers 

Seoul, S. Korea 

North Korea said Tuesday it will 
restart its long-shuttered plutoni- 
um reactor and increase produc- 
tion of nuclear weapons material, 
in what outsiders see as its latest 
attempt to extract U.S. concessions 
by raising fears of war. 

A spokesman for the North’s 
General Department of Atomic 
Energy said scientists will quickly 
begin “readjusting and restarting” 
the facilities at its main Nyong- 
byon nuclear complex, including 


the plutonium reactor and a ura- 
nium enrichment plant. Both could 
produce fuel for nuclear weapons. 

The reactor began operations 
in 1986 but was shut down as part 
of nuclear disarmament talks in 
2007 that have since stalled. North 
Korea said work to restart the facil- 
ities would begin “without delay.” 
Experts estimate it could take any- 
where from three months to a year 
to reactivate the reactor. 

The nuclear vows and a rising 
tide of threats in recent weeks are 
seen as efforts by the North to force 
disarmament-for-aid talks with 
Washington and to increase domes- 
tic loyalty to young North Korean 
leader Kim Jong Un by portraying 
him as a powerful military leader. 


Acts of Aggression 

North Korea conducted its third 
nuclear test in February, prompt- 
ing U.N. sanctions that infuriated its 
leaders. It has since declared that 
the armistice ending the Korean 
War in 1953 is void, cut communica- 
tion with Seoul, threatened nuclear 
strikes on the U.S. and, most recent- 
ly, declared that making nuclear 
arms and developing its economy 
are the nation’s top priorities, (ap) 

Tuesday’s announcement 
underscores concerns about North 
Korea’s timetable for building a 
nuclear-tipped missile that can 
reach the U.S., though it is still 


believed to be years away from 
developing that technology. 

The U.S. called for North Korea 
to abandon its nuclear ambitions, 
saying it would be “extremely 
alarming” if Pyongyang follows 
through on a vow to restart its plu- 
tonium reactor. 

China, North Korea’s only major 
supporter, expressed unusual dis- 
appointment. “We noticed North 
Korea’s statement, which we think 
is regrettable,” Chinese Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Hong Lei said. 

U.N. Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon said Tuesday 
that North Korea appears to 
be “on a collision course with 
the international community.”

Historic U.N. Treaty Aims 
To Regulate Arms Trade 


United Nations 

The U.N. General Assembly voted 
overwhelmingly Tuesday to create 
the first international treaty regu- 
lating the global arms trade, a land- 
mark decision that imposes new 
constraints on the sale of conven- 
tional arms to governments and 
groups that commit war crimes, 
genocide and other mass atrocities. 

The U.N. vote was hailed by 
arms-control advocates and scores 
of governments as a major step in 
the global effort to enforce basic 
controls on the $70 billion inter- 
national arms trade. But it was 
denounced by Iran, North Korea 
and Syria for imposing restric- 
tions that prevent smaller states 
from buying and selling weapons 
to ensure their self-defense. 

“This is an historic day and a 
major achievement for the United 
Nations,” said British Foreign Sec- 
retary William Hague, whose coun- 
try helped spearhead the campaign. 

The treaty covers a wide range 
of conventional weapons, including 
tanks, combat aircraft, attack heli- 


What It Means 

Never before has there been an 

international treaty regulating the 
global arms trade. The U.N. treaty 
passed Tuesday will not control 
the domestic use of weapons in any 
country, but it will require countries 
that ratify it to establish regulations 
to control the transfer of conven- 
tional arms and to regulate arms 
brokers. What impact it will have 
remains to be seen. The treaty will 
take effect after 50 countries ratify 
it, and a lot will depend on which 
ones ratify it and how stringently it 
is implemented. (AP)

Iranians angry over 
rising inflation spurn 
beloved pistaehios 

Tehran, Iran 

This should be the time of year 
that nut shop owner Mohammad 
Ahmadi counts his profits — after 
the recent Persian new year holi- 
day when Iranians scarf up huge 
amounts of their iconic snack, pis- 
tachios. Instead, he and others are 
staring at piles of unsold nuts. 

Iranians have rebelled against a 
nut that is as linked to their nation- 
al identity as apple pie is to Amer- 
ica’s or feta cheese to Greece’s. A 
Facebook-driven boycott of pis- 
tachios has taken off, protesting 
prices that more than doubled in 
recent months. 

“The number of customers has 
dropped terribly,” Ahmadi said. 

The beloved pistachio has 
become another casualty of Iran’s 
sanctions-battered economy. The 
embracing of the boycott reflects 
the public dismay over inflation 
now at 30 percent, ahead of the 
June presidential vote to pick a suc- 
cessor for Mahmoud Ahmadinejad.

Yet, the government, which 
usually tries to contain Iranians’ 
anger over the economy, has heart- 
ily backed the pistachio boycott — 
again for reasons tied to the West- 
ern-led sanctions over Iran’s nuclear 
program. Pistachio exports provide 
a small but important pipeline for 
foreign revenues at a time when 


sanctions are squeezing Iran’s oil 
and gas sales. Authorities say fewer 
nuts consumed at home means more 
available to sell abroad. 

But at home, Iranians are fuming 
over the cost of their national snack. 
Pistachio prices have soared from 
about $8 for a kilo, or 2.2 pounds, 
last year to more than $17. In some 
areas, a kilo has reached about $25, 
according to news reports. 

“I will not buy any nut this 
year,” Leila Alipour, a housewife in 
Tehran, said. “It is too expensive.”

Gaza: No Gender Mixing at Schools 


Gaza City, Gaza Strip 

Starting with the new school year 
in September, Gaza boys and girls 
in middle and high school will be 
breaking the law if they study side 
by side. 

Gaza’s Islamic militant Hamas 
rulers argue that the legislation, 
mandating gender separation in 
schools from age 9, enshrines com- 
mon practice. But women’s activists 
warned Tuesday that it’s another 
step in the Hamas agenda of impos- 
ing its fundamentalist world view 
on Gaza’s 1.7 million people. 

Hamas activists, including 
teachers, have also exerted pres- 
sure to get all school girls to wear 
Islamic dress. 


Backstory 

Hamas has been running Gaza 
since its violent takeover of the 
crowded coastal territory in 2007. 
While the group advocates the 
establishment of an Islamic state 
in all of the Mideast, including Israel, 
it has moved cautiously in spreading 
its ultra-conservative version of 
Islam.

The Gaza rules appear harsh 
compared to Western practice but 
are not unusual in parts of the 
Arab and Muslim world.

Put a Lid on It While Riding 


Q l got to work Monday, after 
riding bus and rail, and 
found that nny right pants-Leg 
was splashed with coffee. I don’t 
know when it happened, but I’d 
just Like to remind Metro passen- 
gers that you need a complete, 
solid lid on your beverages. 

Now, I know you all hate see- 
ing people eating or drinking on 
Metro. When travelers often com- 
plain about one another’s behavior, 
that pet peeve is at or near the top. 

But I figure our commenter just 
described a pretty common situa- 
tion for drivers as well as transit 
riders: spilling breakfast on your 
work clothes. 


Q A big part of the reason 
people drink and eat on the 
Metro and buses is that they 
are not regular riders, and the 
prohibition signs are posted in 
only one place. I’ve talked to 
many tourists who simply didn’t 
know the rules and were not 
deliberately disobeying them. 
Metro needs bigger signs in 
more places, which will save 
money because cleanup costs 
will be decreased. 

I’ve been seeing a lot of this during 
cherry blossom season. 

Q As someone who Lives 
out in the Montgomery 


County suburbs, I take the train 
from GLenmont and sometimes 
Shady Grove stations. I would 
like to know why the platform 
signs at these stations don’t 
tell us whether the trains are 
six-car or eight-car. Some of us 
need to get in a certain car to 
ensure that we are Lined up to 
make a quick transfer or get on 
the right escalator. 

I think you’re describing the com- 
mon problem with the NextTrain 
information at the end of the line 
stations and the turnback stations. 
The little computer brain behind 
this now-outdated platform infor- 
mation system can’t handle infor- 
mation about trains that are off the 
main line tracks. 


Q While I think it is a good 
idea in case of crime, is 
Metro also going to use the on- 
board cameras to check if I am 
drinking coffee on the train? 

I think they probably won’t hunt you 
down for that. 

Q Only three Metro stations 
allow long-term parking. 

At the others, what happens if 
your car is still in the parking Lot 
when the station closes? Does 
the car get ticketed? Towed? 

If a driver left a car overnight dur- 
ing the week at a station other 
than one of the three designated 
for long-term parking, it’s possi- 
ble the car could be ticketed, but I 
think it’s very unlikely. You would 
increase the chances by parking 
in one of the reserved spots or at 
a meter.

Image Control 

The Obama administration rolls out its 
message while restricting press access 


Washington 

A photo released on Election Day 2012 
of the Obamas hugging has become the 
world’s most popular tweet on Twit- 
ter. A dressed-up version of Barack 
Obama’s State of the Union speech, 
packed with charts and graphs, is huge 
on YouTube. A playful picture of the 
president cavorting with a 3 -year- old 
in a Spider-Man costume is a favor- 
ite online. 

It’s all courtesy of the Obama image 
machine, serving up a stream of words, 
photos and videos that invariably cast 
the president as commanding, compas- 
sionate and on the ball. 

In this world, Obama’s family is 
always photogenic, first dog Bo is 
always well-behaved, and the vegeta- 
bles in the South Lawn kitchen garden 
always seem succulent. 

You’ll have to look elsewhere for 


bloopers, bobbles or contrary viewpoints. 

Capitalizing on the possibilities 
of the digital age, the Obama White 
House is generating its own content 
like no president before and refining 
its media strategies in the second term 
in hopes of telling a more compelling 
story than in the first. 

At the same time, it is limiting press 
access in ways that past administra- 
tions wouldn’t have dared, and the 
president is answering to the public 
in more controlled settings than his 


predecessors. It’s raising new ques- 
tions about what’s lost when the White 
House tries to make an end run around 
the media, functioning, in effect, as its 
own news agency. 

Mike McCurry, who served as press 
secretary to President Bill Clinton, sees 
an inclination by the Obama White 
House to “self-publish,” coupled with 
tactics “I never would have dreamed of 
in terms of restricting access” for inde- 
pendent news organizations. 

“What gets lost are those revealing 
moments when the president’s held 
accountable by the representatives of 
the public who are there in the form of 
the media,” McCurry says. 


“Some of you have said that I’m ignoring 
the Washington press corps, that we’re too 
controlling. You know what, you were right. I 
was wrong and I want to apologize — in a video 
you can watch exclusively at Whitehouse.gov.”

Media Matters 

With interviews, the president can choose his timing, 
questioners and format, in hopes of delivering a 
certain message in a setting that’s not always hard- 
hitting. In impromptu Q-and-A’s, questions from the

— and these wide-open opportunities to challenge 
the president on the events of the day have become 
increasingly rare. Even in regional interviews, though. 
President Barack Obama can and does get asked about 
breaking or embarrassing news of the day. (ap)

The White House rejects the notion 
that it is turning to new media it can 
control at the expense of the old, instead 
describing an all-of-the-above strategy. 

“From press conferences to inter- 
views with national, regional and con- 
stituency press, to new social media 
platforms, we have worked to both 
expand the scope of communication 
and also deepen the level of engage- 
ment between the American people 
and the work of the White House,” says 
Jamie Smith, deputy press secretary. 

The will for presidents to get their 
story out without media intervention 
has always been there. 

What’s different now, says Mark 
Jurkowitz of the Pew Research Proj- 
ect for Excellence in Journalism, is 
new technology that allows the White 
House to distribute its own content far 
more widely and effectively than in 
the past. At the same time, it’s getting 
harder for cash-strapped news outlets 
to resist using photos, video and other 
content supplied by the White House. 

Kathleen Hall Jamieson, director 
of the University of Pennsylvania’s 
Annenberg Public Policy Center, says 
the White House-generated content can 
be highly seductive, particularly when 
people feel they’re developing a “direct 
relationship” with White House officials 
who send out chatty mass emails and 
solicit feedback through social media. 

Obama’s strategy is part of a broader 
mass communications trend in which 
politicians, corporate leaders and oth- 
ers in public life are using digital tools 
to send their messages directly to the 
public without a media filter. 

“It’s all about control,” says image 
consultant Eric Dezenhall. 

Obama’s communications strategy 
works well for him, Dezenhall says, but 
sometimes at the expense of the “rowdy, 
boisterous scrutiny that the free press 
is based on.” nancy benac (ap)

Ramos now healthy 
after an injury ended 
his 2012 season early

Being back on a baseball dia- 
mond has been a blessing for Wil- 
son Ramos. 

After all, the past two years 
have been surreal for Washington’s 
catcher. In 2011, when returning to 
his native country of Venezuela to 
play baseball during the offseason, 
Ramos was abducted at gunpoint 
and kidnapped for two days before 
authorities rescued him. 

Against Cincinnati on May 12, 
2012, Ramos turned around to 
chase a passed ball when his right 
knee buckled. An MRI later con- 
firmed Ramos tore his ACL. 

Through the adversity, Ramos 
never wavered. He was determined 
to return for this year’s opener 
against Miami. While warming up 
in the bullpen prior to the Nationals’ 


2-0 win Monday, Ramos admitted 
he shed some tears. He was final- 
ly back. 

“I feel like [Monday], that was 
my first game in the big leagues,” 
he said. “I had a lot of work to do 
this year.” 

Ramos, 24, was told he’d start 
on opening day before Washing- 
ton’s final exhibition against the 
New York Yankees last Friday. Man- 
ager Davey Johnson called Ramos 
to his side during batting practice 
and gave him the news. 

“It was a big, big moment for 
me,” said Ramos, who is still 


expected to rotate games at catch- 
er with Kurt Suzuki. 

Though he wasn’t always in 
the clubhouse on game days last 
season, Ramos spent a lot of time 
preparing for Monday’s moment. 

“Any time I went down to the 
weight room or training room he 
was always in there doing some- 
thing, whether it be rehab or lift- 
ing,” pitcher Ross Detwiler said. 

During the offseason, Ramos 
pledged to the training staff that 
he’d trim down to 235 pounds. 
Shortstop Ian Desmond was on 
hand when Ramos stepped on the 


scale for his final weigh-in. Sure 
enough, Ramos reached his goal. 

“This is the first time he’s had an 
offseason to work out, get his body 
in shape,” Desmond said. “It’s up to 
us now to hold him accountable to 
that, to continue to work and not get 
complacent, so he can be this play- 
er we need throughout the season.” 

Ramos went l-for-2 and called 
a great game with Stephen Stras- 
burg on the mound Monday. 

“He is a big target,” said Stras- 
burg, who threw 80 pitches in seven 
scoreless innings. “Receives real- 
ly well. Once we get on the same 
page, it’s just like autopilot. Don’t 
go out there and overanalyze it or 
overthink. Just throw the pitch.” 

It’s been a long time since 
Ramos could focus solely on play- 
ing the game he loves. With his 
right knee healed, he’s his former 
self again. 

“I’m full strength right now,” 
Ramos said. “It feels 100 percent. 
That’s the most important thing.”

In an age of milquetoast, pickup - 
truck-obsessed bimbos, Brad Pais- 
ley is one of the few country art- 
ists to regularly wrestle with race 
and class, and what happens when 
those issues intersect with some of 
Southern culture’s darker impulses.

But country fans can 
be hidebound and criticism-averse, 
so Paisley’s observations usual- 
ly come in the form of affection- 
ate nudges and not sharp elbows. 

“Wheelhouse” (out next Tues- 
day) opens with “Southern Com- 
fort Zone,” a gentle takedown of 
Southern insularity. “Not every-

body owns a gun/... Not everybody 
goes to church/ Or watches every 
NASCAR race,” observes Paisley, who 
sounds as if he can’t believe it, either. 

Paisley swaddles any would-be 
controversial tracks in choir-preach- 
ing love songs and shaggy, honky- 
tonk ramblers. He worries about the 
boundaries between what he wants 
to say and what he can say; so he 
picks at the division between him- 
self and his audience like a wound. 

On its second full-length album, 
“Pioneer” (out this week). The Band 



Perry acts as if those boundaries 
don’t exist at all. The trio — two 
brothers and a sister, whose self- 
titled 2010 debut was a platinum- 
plus behemoth — appreciates blue- 
grass, shiny choruses and Queen, 
and sees no reason why those influ- 
ences can’t peacefully coexist. 

While Paisley cloaks his cos- 
mopolitan musings on nationalism 
and multiculturalism in traditional 
country clothing. The Band Perry 
dresses up traditional country sen- 
timents in the cosmopolitan trap- 


pings of glam rock and emo-pop. 

Yet “Pioneer” never seems like 
anything less than traditional coun- 
try, no matter how far afield it goes. 

Singer Kimberly Perry car- 
ries the album’s lesser songs and 
makes a meal of its great ones, like 
the recent hit “Better Dig Two.” It’s 
the only track to merge the group’s 
three obsessions — female virtue, 
faux-old-timey bluegrass and the 
Brontean glamour of an early death. 

An almost-murder ballad, the 
song is both creepy and sweet, a rare 
moment of ambiguity and shadow 
on an album that is fluorescently lit.

Television 

Kerry Washington brings a wel- 
come dose of designer fashion to 
the (fictional) political scene in D.C. 
as Olivia Pope on ABC’s “Scandal” 
(10 p.m. Thursdays). Silk blouses 
and luxurious coats dominate the 
closet of the White House commu- 
nications director-turned-crisis 
management specialist.

What type of research did you do 
to prepare for the show? 

I did the show “The West Wing” 
for seven years. I’m British; I’m not 
American. So that was my introduc- 
tion to Washington. 

How do costume choices on “Scan- 
dal" differ from “The West Wing"? 


Kerry [Washington] ’s character 
is not in the West Wing; she’s not 
in politics directly. I had a broad- 
er range. She still has to be profes- 
sional. But I had a little bit more lee- 
way in the look and the palette. That 
intrigued me even more. 

If we are going to have this 
great female lead, I wanted her to 
look female in a man’s world. That 
is where the idea of the light colors 
and silhouettes came from. 


But in real life, the image of a 
powerful woman is often Hillary 
Clinton-type primary shades. 

Why does every single woman wear 
red and navy? I think the American 
public is smarter than that, and they 
would like you to be how you are. 
Why can’t these woman in power 
dress like themselves, not sticking 
to some old rules? ... I don’t see it 
as being patriotic; I see it as being 
without any ingenuity of your own. 


Do you have any fashion advice for 
women in D.C.? 

Be true to yourself and have a 
great tailor. Don’t conform to 
what I guess men or other women 
are telling you you have to wear. 
I see women when I’m in D.C. 
that are amazingly dressed. They 
are just not the women we see 
on camera. That is just part of 
the conservative political world.
